Maurice Macterlinck in “The Light 
Beyond,” says this of death: 

“It is surprising tha the idea of 
death which should be the most per- 
fect and the most luminous of ideas 
—being the most persistent and the 
most inevitable--remains the fiimsi- 
est and the only one that is a lag- 
gard * * * To fathom its abysses, we 
wait until the most enfeebled, the 
most disordered moments of our life 
arrive. We do not begin to think of 
death until we have no longer the 
even gj will not say, to think, but 
to look upon’ &tatir’ag b¢t us leary, 
free from the horrors of matter and 
stripped of the terrors of the imagi- 
nation. Let us first get rid of all 
that goes before and does not be- 
long to it. Th we impute to ‘it 
the tortures of last illness, and 
that is not Illnesses have 
nothing in common with that which 
ends them. They form part of life, 
and not of death, We _ really for- 
get the most cruel sufferings that re- 
store us to health, and the first 
of convalescence destroys the 
inbearable memories of the cham 
ber of pain.

Ancestor of Byng a Mariyr 


For Too Rigidly Obeying 
Orders 


Gencral Byng's recent achievement 
on the Cambrai front in France 
brings to mind the sentence of death 
to one of his ancestors—Admiral 
John Byng—for “not doing the ut- 
most with his fleet for the relief of 
Port Mahon in May, 1756." He was 
put to death on board the Monarch 
at Portsmouth, March 14, 1757. He 
suffered as a penalty for his too 
strict observance of forms, rules of 
discipline and points of naval eti- 
quette; there was no imputation up- 
on his honor or his courage. 

The account of his death in Vol- 
taire’s “Candide” is a fine bit of epi- 
grammatic writing: 

Talking thus, we — approached 
Portsmouth. A multitude of people

Convicted of Murder 


Farmer Living Near Medicine Hat 
to Pay Penalty for Crime 


Aftcr one of the most sensational 
as well as one of the longest crimin- 
al trials ever conducted in a Cana- 
dian court, Adam Neigel, a farmer 
living near Medicine Hat was con- 
victed of the murder of his wife 
Clara Neigel by poisoning and he 
was sentenced by Mr, Justice Hynd- 
man to be hanged on March 22, 

The cvidence against Neigel was 
wholly circumstantial, there being no 
direct proof that he had any poison 
or that he administered it to his 
wife. The circumstances proven in 
evidence showed that he must have 
given her the strychnine in a gtass 
of whiskey which Neigel admitted 
giving her. Witnesses who saw her 
dic described symptoms that corres- 
ponded almost identically with those 
of strychnine poisoning. Other wit-| 
nesses swore that Neigel told them 
he had poisoned his wife and the 
chemical analysis of the stomach 
showed the presence of strychnine. 
Coupled with these facts was the 
evidence of witnesses that Neigel 
had been having illicit relations with 
another woman, who it happened 


The Need for Fouu 
A Steady Market for Foodstuffs Is 
Assurred 


Reports of the production of food: 
stuffs in France during the past yeat 
indicate to what extent the older 
lands are becoming dependent upon 
the American continents for food. 
Roughly speaking, France seems to 
have had barely half a crop this 
year, in spite of the great need for 
food of all kinds and the difficulties 
of importing it.

Planning Ahead 


Practical farmers know more than 
most classes of workers the necessity 
for planning well ahead. Success in 
the fields no less than in the field 
may depend on taking “the long 
view.” Canadian farmers, therefore, 
more than anyone else may profit by 
weighing earnestly the words of an 
English economist that, even if war 
were to cease tomorrow, normal crop 
conditions could not be restored in 
the world for from three to six years. 
The stored-up supplies of food have 
been heavily drawn upon and in some 
cases have been actually exhausted. 
This means, as no one better than 
the farmer will comprehend, that 
thefe will be an acute demand, as 
compared with pre-war years, for 
food grain crops and food animals. 
Should warfare be suspended, of 
which there is no sign at present, the 
demobilisation would take months 
and in the reconstruction period the 
re-stocking of farms in Belgium, 
France, Italy and Great Britain 
must inevitably be done from this 
side of the Atlantic. 

Only by the “long view" can the 
Canadian farmer prepare for this.

SINGLE 


One hears a good dea! of talk in 
Alberta about single tax, but few 
seem to thoroughly understand what | 
single tax means. | 

The very basis of the single tax | 
idea is to abolish private ownership 
in land. Under Henry George's sys- | 
tem of taxation all land is owned by | 
the people in their corporate capa- 
cities, such as Dominion, Provincial 
or municipal bodies. 

The fundamental idea of govern- 
ment ownership of land is to abolish | 
speculative values, and to make it 
possible and easy for people to use 
the land. 

By putting all the taxes on the 
land it does not pay any man to 
hald land out of use. Therefore if 
single tax was thoroughly enforced 
no man could afford to hold an acre 
or town lot more than he could pro- 
fitably use. By this method produc- 
tion is encouraged to the extent that 
a man must either make his land pro- 
duce or drop it and allow someone 
else to use it. 

The town of Claresholm is sup- 
|posed to be run on the single tax 
| principle, but it is not. If you go 
to the council for a tot to build a 
house on you will be asked to buy 
the lot. That destroys utterly the 
whole fabric of the single tax sys- 
tem, because it reverts to the idea 
of private ownership. Instead of ask- 
ing people to buy lots, the council 
would be a whole lot more sensible 
if they passed out the lots free to 
anyone who would build on it, then

Owing to lack of fertilizers, so ne- 
cessary for the intensive systems of 
farming in the older lands, and to 
the consequent impoverishment of 
the soils, especially of France and 
Italy, next years’ crops in Europe 
may be smaller than even those re- 
cently harvested, which fell far be- 
the average.

THE BANK OF ENGLAND 


It is a Private Company, but Acts as 
the Nation's Banker 


The Bank of England is not, 
most people think, a government in- 
stitution. It is a private company, 
but reaps a good profit by acting as 
the nation’s banker. The remunera- 


tion paid to the Bank of England for 
the management of the national debt 
was fixed in 1906 as a yearly sum of 
the rate of £325 per million pounds 
and at the rate of £100 for every 
million pounds above this amount. 

Before any of the government mon- 
ey that goes into the Bank of Eng- 
land can be spent a certain proced- 
ure has to be followed. First of all 
an order signed by the king and 
countersigned by two lords of the 
treasury has to be forwarded to the 
comptroller and auditor general of 
the exchequer and aduit department, 
Then the comptroller hands an order 
to the treasury authorizing the Bank 
of England to debit the exchequer 
account and credit the account of 
the paymaster general, who makes 
all payments on behalf of the various 
departments 

Afterwards the comptroller scruti- 
nizes all the accounts paid to see 
that the money has been spent in 
accordance with the wishes of parlia- 
ment.—Westminster Gazette,

Final Appeal Judge 
Gives Ruling on 


Exemption of Farmers 


Mr. Justice Duff (the Final Court of Appeal) De- 
t clares it is Essential that there shall be No. 
Diminution in Agricultural Production. | 


(Published by authority of Director of Public Information, 
Ottawa.) 


Hon. Mr. Justice Duff gave judgment on December 
6th, in the first test case brought before him, as Central 
Appeal Judge (the final court of appeal), for the exemp- 
tion of a farmer. The appeal was made by W. H. Rown- 
tree in respect of his son, W. J. Rowntree, from the 
decision of Local Tribunal, Ontario, No. 421, which 
refused a claim for exemption. The son was stated to 
4 be an experienced farm hand, who had been working 

as on the farm continuously for the past seven years, and 
i ever since leaving school. He lives and works with his 
| father, who owns a farm of 150 acres near Weston, 
| Ontario. With the exception of a younger brother, he 
| 


is the only male help of the father on the farm. The 


father is a man of advanced years, 


In granting the man exemption “until he ceases to 


be employed in agricultural labor,” Mr. Justice Duff 
said:

CONSERVATION AND 
PATRONAGE 


It is doubtful if the people of Can- 
ada would have tolerated the patro- 


had they fully appreciated the tre- 
mendous loss in dollars and cents 
which it was inflicting on the count- 
ry. No one not in close touch with 
the public service can realize how 
great the loss has been. 

Recently, a Canadian weekly, in 
referring editorially to the millions 
of dollars’ worth of timber destroyed 
by forest fires, asked why govern- 
ment officials in charge of fire-pro- 
tection services throughout Canada 
were not dismissed because of ineffi- 
ciency in coping with the forest fire 
problem, pointing out that a private 
corporation would soon ‘fire’: the 
head of a department who could not 
produce results. This journal, how- 
ever, overlooked the fact that most 
heads of fire-protection services in 
Canada have had to fight the patro- 
nage evil as well as forest fires. 
Hardly a year passes in which tn- 
stances have not come to the notice 
of the Commission of Conservation 
where valuable forest property has 
been destroyed because a ranger or 
some other official had received his 
appointment because he was a poll- 
ticlan and not because he was a com- 
petent forester. Is it just that the 
public should hold a fisheries official 
responsible for the depletion of cer- 
tain fisheries when the assistants 
they give him are more interested 
in catching votes than law-breakers? 
The secret of efficiency in public ad- 
ministration as well as in private 
business lies in securing the best- 
qualified, highest-salaried heads of 
departments obtainable, giving them 
a free hand and holding them strictly 
accountable for results. So long, how- 
ever, as incompetent help is foisted 
upon them, good results cannot be 
exfected. 

The patronage evil is one of the 
most insidious enemies against which 
the conservation movement has had | 
to contend. and the announcement by 
the new Union Government that it 
intends to abolish the last vestige of 
it from the Dominion public service 
is therefore of the highest import- 
ance to conservationists. The United 
States has found the merit system a 
good investment. British Columbia 
has adopted it and it is gradually 
making its appearance in the forest 
services of some of the other pro- 
vinces. The time should soon be at 
hand when the people of Canada can. 
with justice, expect, and should, with 
public spirit. demand. a higher de- 
gree of efficiency from government 
departments.—M. J. P.
